OPA Considers Sweeping

Washington, Oct 
16—(AP)— 


The government reportedly draft- 
ed an order today to speed the 
junking of wage controls. 


Simultaneously, OPA and the 


agriculture department "seriously 
considered" wiping out price ceil- 
ings on all food items still under 
control. 


Thus on both the price an.? wage 


fronts quid: action appeared to be 
shaping up in line with the swifter 
decontrol tempo signalled by Pres- 
ident Truman when he. scrapped all 
federal restraints on meat. 


These other developments round- 


ed out the picture: 


1. Senators studying the impli- 


cations of Truman's action on 
meat foresaw an early end to al- 
most all price controls, except 
those over rent, either by volun- 
tary government action or by leg- 
islation.

2. The Republican party con- 


tended that handling of the meat 
problem by the Democrats is a 
good reason for a GOT3 congress. 


3. While livestock prices jumped 


in the wake of decontrol, secretary 
of agriculture Clinton P. Anderson 
predicte-' there will be more meat 
in butcher shops "in about 10 
days". But he said the shortage 
will last through 1946. 


4. The decontrol board, reversed 


on its ruling which restored meat 
ceilings, met to take another look 
at what's happening to uncon- 
trolled prices for dairy products. 


5. Government officials told a 


reporter privately that the United 
States will lift its quarantine Fri- 
day against the importation of 
Mexican cattle. 


Word that the White House may 


act by week's end to speed re- 
moval of wage curbs came from a 
member of the government's re- 
conversion advisory board, which 
conferred yesterday with Truman 
on the wage-price situation.

Reece Claims 


Demos Caused 


Meat Famine 


Washington, Oct. 16—(AP)— 


Republican 
National 
Chairman 


Carroll Reece tossed the blame for 
the meat shortage back to Presi- 
dent Truman today and urged the 
election of a GOP congress to com- 
bat what he termed the adminis- 
tration's "attempts 
to dominate 


the American system." 


In a broadcast reply to Truman's 


meat decontrol address Reece de- 
clared last night: 


"The once great political align- 


ment that followed Jefferson and 
Jackson and Wilson has fallen un- 
der control—at the policy-making 
level—of persons who believe that 
government should run the people. 
that our citizens do not have sense 
enough to govern themselves." 


Reece also conjectured that Tru- 


man might restore 
controls on 


meat "as soon as the . election of 
1946 has passed into history." 


Reece said the Democrats exe- 


cuted such tactics in 1944 when 
certain ration controls were eased 
before election, with the explana- 
tion that the food situation had 
improved. 


"So what happened? The elec- 


tion was held and the administra- 
tion was returned to power. Al- 
most immediately thereafter . it 
was alleged that there had been 
some serious errors in the esti- 
mates of our food supplies. Con- 
trols were re-established, previous 
ration point values were reinstat- 
ed." 


Assailing what he termed Tru- 


man's "radical advisers.'' the Re- 
publican chairman contended that 
the Democrats—not the 
Republi- 


cans—were to blame for the meat 
shortage, and said: 


"Just 
to 
keep the 
record 


straight, I want to point out that 
in the congress which passed the 
OPA bill, Truman's own party had 
substantial majorities in both the 
senate and the house. The bill was 
passed by Democratic votes." 


Indianapolis led all hog markets 


with 16,000 head on sale, followed 
by Chicago with 13,000, and Sioux 
City, la., with 10,000. 


The 12 principal markets of the 


nation totaled 95,900 hogs today, 
compared with 10,340 a week ago 
and 29,321 a year ago. Chicago 
traders expected no more than 
7,000 over night, but there, as at 
most other markets, trucks rum- 
bled all night to line up for the 
dawn disgorging of next month's 
pork chops.

he felt the 11-week-long parley 
had accomplished much important 
work in registering world opinion 
on peace treaty issues.

Byrnes, Soviet Foreign Minister 


V. M. Molotov and the others on 
the four-power foreign ministers' 
council—Georges Bidault, French 
president <ind foreign minister, and 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin of 
Britain—are to meet in New York 
City Nov. 4 for final action on the 
satellite treaties and preliminary 
work on the German pact.

Nuernberg, Oct. 16 — (AP) — 


Hermann Goering did not lead the 
last Nazi parade today—the one 
to the gallows. He lay dead in his 
cell by his own hand and Joachim 
Von Ribbentrop took his place a 
the head of the march into eter- 
nity. 


Goering swallowed cyanide of 


potassium just before his death 
sentence was to be read to him 
and only two hours 
before the 


traps of their scaffolds began 
banging open to drop 10 other 
Nazi ringleaders to their deaths to 
pay for war crimes. 


Ribbentrop was foreign minister 


in the ill-starred regime of Adolf 
Hitler. 


Last to depart this life in a to 


tal span of just under two hours 
was Arthur Seyss-Inquart, former 
gaulieter of Holland and Austria. 
All of the ten went with apparent 
stoicism. 


Made Statements 


They made brief statements on 


the "Long live Germany" pattern 
so familiar during their trial of 
more than ten months. 


None collapsed. 
The only one to make any ref- 


erence to Hitler or the Nazi ideo- 
logy in the final moments was Jul- 
ius Streicher 
the Jew-baiter of 


Nuernberg.

at the top of his lungs as he was 
about to.mount the steps leading 
to the gallows!

lighted gymnasium in the jailyard 
only 35 yards from the death block 
where the condemned spent their 
last days.

The mystery 
surrounding Her- 


mann Goering's suicide promised 
a thrilling sequel today to the 
crime story climaxed when 10 
nazi war leaders were hanged. 


Goering, once second only to 


Hitler in the nazi hierarchy, swal- 
lowed potassium cyanide and died 
in his jail cell here last night less 
than two hours before he was to 
hang with the others, condemned 
Oct. 1 by the international mili- 
tary tribunal.

But now that controls are Off,
